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JAPAN'S FINANCIAL POSITION. 


Tue Japanese Department of Finance: 


issues-annually a financial and economic 
digest which enables readers to see at a 
glance how the country stands. The 
book, a copy of the latest isaueof which 
we have received from the Japanese 
Consul, is a credit to the department, 
both for the excellence of its get up and 
the clearness with which its contents 
are presented, Those who are still un- 
aware of the firm grasp that Japan has 
gained of Western methods would: find 
this work of nearly 300 pages in excel- 
lent English, attractively sprinted and 
bound, a revelation. It is compiled and 
published solely by Japanese. In the 
notes on the budget for the financial 
‘year 1906-7 it is found that the ordinaiy 
diture of the country bas increased 
over that, of the. previous year by the 
gigantic sum of £16,526,629. On the 
other hand the total increase in revenue 
amounts to £6,248,974 leaving a pretty 
large deficit to make up out of loans. It 
is interesting to turn to the table show- 
ing the national indebtedness to see 
bow the war has affected Japan in this 
Yespect. At the end of the nineteenth 
century Japan owed Yen 502,967,249, 
or in other «words about Yen 11 per 
head of the total population. At the 
end of the last financial year the debt hud 
increased almost fourfold, the indebted- 
ness per head being Yen 39. It is a 
pity that, in the:table which gives 
this information, a column is not added 
showing the amount that is owing to 
foreign lenders, as it would be of 
interest to know what amount of the 
national debt was due to poor resident | 
outside the Empire.

Prospects of Profit.

‘Varied opinions prevail in Japan busi- 
nega circles with regard to the prospects of 
the South Manchuria Hallway. In the 
opinion ‘of the Governrtent, the main line 
between Changchung and Tairon will pay 
as well as the railways in Japan. The line 
between Angtongoheng and Mukden may, 
not be profitable for the present, but the 
profits of tho Fushung Colliery will offset 
any deficit, 7 

The Bouth Manchuria Railway, it ‘is 
pointed out, is conducted by a epeoi 
organisation, under « special commiss 
and {ts profit will steadily increase as buei- 
ness in Manchuria develops. The proaent 
antimate of profit is only based on the 
trafilo of goods exported from Manchuria, 
but whon the demand for Japanose goods 

in Manchuria increases and the conection 
with the Siberian Railway is effected, goods 
which reqiire quick delivery in Europe 
and articles which cannot stand the beat of 
the tropics will bo scnt by the Eouth 
Manchuria Railways. A atesdy increase 
of business is therefore expected. 

In roferepce to the railway lines to 
be acquirod by the- South Manthuria 
Railway Company, Japanede vernacular 
contemporaties observe that the track will 
includa the Chinese Eastern Railway from 
Tairen or Port Arthor in the north, the 
Nowcbwang branch from Tashichao, and 
the Antung Mukden line. OF these 
railways, the Newohwang — branch and 
the principal tina of the Chinese Eastern 
Reilway, from Tairen to Ohangtu, can 
be vorked in their present condi- 
tion, The line beyond Ohangtu ia so 
badly damaged that it is necessary to 
lay ke anew before traffic ean bo opened. 

The Antung-Mukden line (184 miles) has 
alao to be reconstructed, the presont lino 
being a light railway. Those works will be 
commenced immediately upon the flotation 
of tha Company. Yt is b lieved thet the 
Ohipono Government will devote” its share 
{n tho company & the lines botween Ohang.- 
chung and Kirin, and hotween Mukden snd 
Binminting (49 y which have gat tn he 
nonatroctad
